In claim 25, line 1 after "The method as claimed in", --claim- has been inserted. 

In claim 47, line 2 after "the amount of newly", "synthesize" has been deleted and 
-synthesized- has been inserted therefor.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest lysing lymphocytes obtained from a whole blood 
sample to determine the presence of newly synthesized antibodies in the blood sample 
in response to immunogenic response, whereupon the lymphocytes are in acute phase 
synthesis; hence enabling the detection of on-going synthesis in the lymphocytic cells. 
Prior art teaches detecting immunoglobulin that is secreted from cells because it was 
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never found nor appreciated that functional or pre-glycosylation antibodies could be 
present within lymphocytes in any significant measurable amount.
